Whipple tried to find out just when 
the Connelly telegram was received 
in the Hutton office. He called at-

a peace statement was forthcoming 
from Waahlngton—and produced from 
the broker's 
files 
a new telegram 
which was sent out by the firm at 
12:57 p. m., which read: 
"Stock 
fiash: 
All: Reports have it that state 
department will issue statement to-' 
day intended to promote peace pros- 
pects. 
H. G." 


"H. G.," explained Hutton, was a 
telegraph operator named 
Toomey, 
employed by the firm who sometimes 
sent out messages on his own initia- 
tive. 


"Had you received at that time the 
Connelly message?" ask^d Whipple. 


"I could not say," replied Hutton. 
"Had you received any oral intelli- 
gence." 


"Not to my knowledge," replied the 
witness, adding that he did not know 
why Toomey had sent the message. 
Asked why the Connelly telegram was 
not preserved and the telegram to 
Clement Curtis & Co., in Chicago, was 
preserved, Hutton said he had no ex- 
planation to make other than 
that 
messages sent to individual members 
of the firm were not as a rule kept, 
and that the preservation of the Clem- 
ent Curtis message was an exception.

He said this miist be the time 
as the "H. G." message of 12:57 was 
based on rumor in New York while 
the message sent at 1:15 referred to 
advices being^ received from Washing- 
ton.

<lti<ed in tlie liouso yestorflay by Jiop- 
rosputalivo Martin J. Hyland, of Intlian- 
apoli.«. It was prepared by Merle N. A. 
^\'aIkor, a member of the Indianapolis 
bar. 


It aflert-s eight judges in Marion coun- 
ty and about ten others in Allen, Grant, 
Madisnri, Dehiwurc, 
Lake, 
St. Joseph, 
\'anderburg and Vigo counties. Those in 
Marion county who would be afToeted if 
it became a law arc Judges T. J. Moll, 
Jolin J. Tiocliford. Linn D. Hay. A'inceni. 
H. Cliflord and W. W. Thornton of the 
superior court, James A. Collins, of tlie 
criminal court, Mahlon JX Bash, of the 
probate court, and Frank -1. Lahr, of the 
juvenile court. 
With the f.xception of 
Rochford all the judges are republicans, 
having been elected in 1914. Under the 
present law their terms will e.xpire in 
1918. The proposed bill would give then\ 
an eight-year term on one election, ex- 
cepting Rochford, who was elected in 
1912, and wliose term was extended in 
1915 until 1918 by the legislature of 191.5. 
Judge Rochford would get a ten-year 
term on one election. 


Mr. AValkcr

It is evident, however, that discus- 
sion of the pi'esident's proposals has 
been stilled for the moment only. Sen- 
ator Lodge announced he would de- 
liver an argument against the plan ii 
few days hence. 


Hitchcock to Defense. 


Whcg^ Senator Cummins concluded 
his lengthy analy.sis of the peace league 
peace plan Senator Hitchcock entered 
upon a defense of the president, but 
soon was hard pressed for e.vplanations 
of Mr. Wilson's utterance. 


"I have observed in practically all 
the nations of Europe the question 
which is being propounded is whether 
or not the senate of the United States 


will approve of the president's pro- 
gram." Senator Borah interposed. 


"Therefore it seems to me to be quite 
proper that we cr>-stallize our views if 
possible and let the foreign govern- 
ments know 
precisely 
how we feel 
about it cither pro or con." 


Making for Peacc. 


"The senator must be aware t h a t 
there arc a great many people who be- 
lieve the message delivered by the pres- 
ident to the senate instead of making 
for peace is making for war," Senator 
Cummins observed. 


"Since the president's message was 
delivered the sentiment of peace in 
every country of Europe has crystal- 
lized enormously," rejoined Hitchcock. 


Senator Watson pressed Mr. Hitch* 
cock to say whether it was not intended 
that the United States should use itq 
military power to enforce peace. 


"WeH." Hitchcock responded, "un- 
doubtedly it means potential force, but 
the mere fact that the great powers 
of the world unite in a league for peace 
that will be sufficient to preserve the 
peace of the world, just as the creation 
of a police power in a state has that 
effect."

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Literacy and the Immigrant 


For the second time President Wilson has registered executive 
disapproval of the immigration bill which contains the much-disciiss- 
ed literacy test as a qualification for admission to America. His veto 
of the measure was as prompt and as emphatic as-on the earlier occa- 
sion, and his stand is identical with that taken by both President 
Cleveland'and President Taft when similar measures were passed by 
congress during the presidential terms of these two gentlemen. 
The 
amazing thing about the situation is the persistence witli which con- 
gress is determined to apply the literacy test to the alien who seeks a 
home in America, and it is a bit difficult to understand just what is 
behind the movement than can be knocked down repeatedly and yet 
come back fresh and smiling is a new effort to get past' the white 
house disapproval. 


However desirable education may be as a qualification for citizen- 
ship, and however assiduously we may and do devote ourselves to the 
educational equipment of the foreign born to the end that he may 
quickly gain an understanding of American ideas and American in- 
stitutions, the application of the literacy test as a pre-requisite to ad- 
mission is manifestly antagonistic to the spirit that offers a haven in 
America for the world's oppressed and a fair chance for those who 
have been unable to obtain it elsewhere. There can be no educational 
standard for good citizenship, for good citizenship is not measured by 
mentality. The uneducated man may be a bit slower to grasp the fun- 
damentals of American government ideas, but as a rule he accepts 
them and earnestly seeks to assimilate them. He is not the man whose 
mad preachment of isms and whose transfer of old-world hatreds to 
the new soil breeds anarchy, lawlessness and uproar. Rather more of 
this sort of thing is the fruit of mentality that has taken a dangerous 
trend, though it be able to qualify for citizenship under the vaunted 
literacy test. 
The sober, industrious, peace-loving alien, though he 
fails to possess at present the qualifications demanded under the liter- 
acy test, but Avho seeks for his children in America the opportunity 
denied him in his native land will in nine cases out of ten develop in- 
to a safe and useful citizen, because that is his chief desire in coming 
to America. The literacy test is in no sense a safeguard. 


The Parent-Teacher club of the high school has spoken in appre- 
ciation of the efforts of police authorities to stop the practice indulged 
by many high school boys of spending their spare hours in cigar 
stands and pool rooms, idling, smoking afid otherwise frittering away 
time that might be much better and much more wholesomely employ- 
ed in other directions. The action of the Parent-Teacher clubTs well 
taken. "We are always free to assail the shortcomings of the police, 
and it is but simple justice to bestow praise when there is occasion for 
it. The Sentinel does not doubt but that the police will be very glad 
to work hand in hand with the parents in any movement that is to the 
present benefit as well as the future good of the Fort Wayne school- 
boy. 


New bills designed to provide additional govermnent revenues 
are, of course, seized upon as the pretext for extended and laborious 
congi'essional debate, republicans seeking to place the blame on dem- 
ocratic extravagance and incompetence and Mr. Kitchin, the demo- 
cratic house leader, contending that the preparedness program, which 
had the support of both democrats and republicans, is alone respons- 
ible for the added demands for millions. Doubtless Mr. Kitchin is 
correct, too. Bigger armies, bigger navies and more elaborate coast 
defenses all cost money, and even Uncle Sam is not gifted with the art 
of legerdemain that makes currency grow on trees. Some of those who 
are now railing so furiously about governmental expenditures seem to 
have expected to eat their cake and still have it, as well. 


Mr. Munton, of Kcndallville, named by the republican convention 
as candidate for joint senator, is quoted as having said that he stands 
for what Governor Goodrich wants. If that sort of circumlocution 
suits the voters of Noble, Lagrange and Steuben counties, and they 
can contrive to find out how the governor stands on state-wide prohi- 
bition, equal suffrage and the constitutional convention, they will be 
in position to make some sort of deduction as to the position occupied 
on these questions by the man who is asking their votes as the suc- 
cessor of the late Dr. W. T. Green, avowed champion of the dry cause. 
Mr. Munton himself has not yet mustei-ed up suiBcient nerve to tell 
them the worst. 


Saturday, February 3, has been set apart as Thrift day, and peo- 
ple all over the country are asked to take recognition of it—by the 
adoption of personal economies, the starting of a savings account or 
in some other manner taking heed of the fact that only those who save 
finally have. It is wholesome doctrine for young and old, rich and 
poor, and few there be who could not find distinct benefit in some, ap- 
propriate recognition of Thrift day. 


Maybe we could compromise with those who don't want a new 
constitution for Indiana by agreeing to allow them to write the new 
state charter.

He simply throws himself in 
the path of the big car. 


The part suffrage bill would give 
Indiana women the vote in the 1917 
city elections. 
Woe be to the man, to 
the legislative majority and to party 
leaders who conspire to deprive Indi- 
ana w^omen of the municipal ballot this 
year! 
Indiana women most of all are 
interested in municipal elections. 
It 
is in city and town elections that the 
issues most nearly and intimately af- 
fect the homes.

Representative Vesey ought to ponder

How the Alignment on the 
President's Peace Plan

(By Gilson Gardner.) 


Washington, 
Jan. 31.—The argu- 
ments for and against President Wil- 
son's League of Nations may be sum- 
marized as follows: 


Ai-guments for: 
1. 
Blood letting does not settle any 
dispute, whether between Individuals 
or nations. 


2. It i.s time to apply to nations 
what has been applied successfully to 
individual.s, citic.?, iribes and states. 


3. 
Such a league would tend to re- 
duce armament, with their excessive 
cost, and to substitute reason and jus- 
tice for racial and industrial antagon- 
isms and diplomatic intrigue. 


4. 
Such i-a league would tend to 
substitute freedom of commercial in- 
tercourse for the exploitation of the 
weak by the strong. 


5. 
Individual liberty would be less 
likely to be violated if the small na- 
tions enjoyed the pi-otection of a ma- 
jority of the great nations. 


Arguments against the president's 
proposal are: 


1. It is opposed to the history and 
traditions of the country. 


2. It is 'opposed to the advice of 
such men as Washington, 
Jefferson 
and Monroe, who warned against "en- 
tangling alliances." 


3. 
Acceptance of the idea of a

Under the above heads the matter 
will be discussed by President Wilson 
if he finally does decide to take that 
western trip which he wants to take.

President Wilson seems to enjoy the 
picketing of the white house by the 
suffragettes. The silent sentinels are 
nothing if not picturesque, and the 
changing inscriptions on their banners 
give them a new interest daily. The 
inscriptions are taken largely from the 
president's writing and speeches and 
serve to remind him of his "passion 
for liberty." 
If his smiles and bows 
are any indication, Mr. Wilson is 
pleased with the attention. 
The presi- 
dent—it may be noted in passing — 
is not a stickler for conventionality 
or precedent. 
Hardly a week passes 
that he does not shock some hoary 
conventionality and set up some new 
pi'ecedent. 
Witness his speech to the 
senate on our foreign relations and 
the transfer of his office from tlie 
white house to the president's room 
in the capitol. 
This "room" has been 
so long unoccupied, except on the 4th 
of March when 
congress 
adjourns, 
that the capitol guides had come to 
look upon it as in the same class with 
the 
mural 
decorations and the ro- 
tunda echoes. 


It would not do anyway for the 
president to object to the pickets. As 
a result of his own activities about 
three years ago, picketing received the 
specific sanction of federal law. In 
the Clayton act, that "Magna Charta 
of Labor" (Gompers) "peaceful pick- 
eting" as well as the strike are made 
legal.

Mexico City. Jan. 31.—To assure the 
protection and well beini^ of Mexican 
laborers in foreign countries, an order 
has been issued by the first chief. Gen- 
eral Carranza, providing tliat before 
laborers seeking to contract their ser- 
vices in foreign countries are allowed 
to depart, such contracts must be sub- 
mitted to the labor section of the de- 
partment of fomento colonization and 
industry through the consul of tha 
country to which they desire to go.

in Housekeeping I 


SOME GERMS ARE GOOD FOR 
Í 
FOOD.

Man's bacterial friends have been 
found not less active than, and many 
times as numerous as, his bacterial 
foes. 


When 
bacteria grow in food 
the 
products of decomposition are differ- 
ent from the original nature of the 
food and 
produce 
new 
odors and 
tastes. 
We often need the flavors thus 
l»roduced to stimulate the flow of the 
digestive juices. 


The most 


common substances that 
owe their flavor largely to the pres- 
ence of bacteria are butter, cheese and 
vinegar. 
Without bacteria, 
butter 
lacks 
flavor. 
When you next enjoy 
the acidity of a pickle, remember to 
give credit for that pleasant sourness 
to certain tiny plants such as those 
you have seen 
massed 
together in 
"mother" of vinegar. 


Our Puritan grandmothers 
would 
have thought us bewitched 
had 
we 
been able 
to 
tell 
them 
that their 
cheeses, on which they spent so many 
watchful hours, 
owed their 
making 
and their 
flavor 
largely to invisible 
plants. 
Even now scientists are un- 
able to explain this process fully, al- 
though 
they are certain 
that 
there 
could be no cheese without bacteria. 


Some 
micro-organisms 
are 
pai-a- 
sites that produce disease. 
They feed 
on living plants and animals. 
It is 
now known 
that 
microbes are the 
cause of many contagious or infectious 
diseases, such as tuberculosis, 
diph- 
theria and typhoid fever. 


If a person becomes infected with 
disease germs it is quite possible for 
him to pass on these germs to others 
through 
careless 
habits. 
Cases 
of 
sickness cared for at home make it 
necessary for the housekeeper to safe- 
guard members of her family, as well 
as 
others, by a knowledge 
of bac- 
teriology and a strenuous care to pi-e- 
vent infection. 


Boiling for twenty minutes will gen- 
erally, but not always, kill most forms 
of 
bacteria, 
including 
the 
spores. 
Water is pronounced safe when it is 
thus boiled. 
Mere simmering of water 
is not sufficient. 


Direct sunshine kills most bacteria. 
Many persons are afraid to take fresh 
air and sunshine in sufficient quan- 
tities to counteract the bad influence 
of dark rooms, moisture and poor air; 
yet of all the bactericides known there 
is 
none 
that 
compares In effective- 
ness with simshlne. 
Much suffering 
would be saved if persons could only 
be brought to a realization of 
this 
fact. 


About 30 per cent, moisture is re- 
quired for the growth of bacteria. 
In 
order to preserve seeds we dry them 
and they do not begin to sprout untij 
they are moistened when needed for 
planting. 
It must be 
remembered 
that drying only arrests the growth of 
bacteria and that when food has over 
30 per cent, of moisture there is dan- 
ger of its spoiling. 


Antiseptics are materials that re- 
tard or prevent the growth of bac- 
teria. 
A heavy sugar solution 
pre- 
vents the growth of bacteria. 
Salt is 
very commonly used in the household 
to prevent bacterial growth. 
Acids 
protect food from bacteria and give a 
new flavor. Spices are antiseptics and 
are added to foods in order to prevent 
putrefaction.

added prominence in India of late, 
due largely, according to the general 
expression of opinion, to the fact that 
the war has shown the people of this 
country their importance to the rest 
of the empire, thereby arousing their 
aspirations 
for 
progress.

the subject of ultimate hom» rule oc- 
cupies a large place in the thoughts 
of the Indian politician, a few of the 
so-called ultra-radicals even advocat- 
ing the immediate granting of some 
form of self government, 
j 
The questions of what the British 
government ought to do and intends to 
do towards bestowing further political 
powers on the Indian, are being gener- 
ally and eagerly discussed. 
A corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press has 
discussed these questions with scores 
of prominent Europeans and Indians 
during the past few months. Some ex- 
tremely radical views were encoun- 
tered, but the majority of those who 
expressed an opinion met on certain 
common grounds which are well sum- 
marized in an interview with the Rev. 
J. C. R. Bwlng, the well known Amer- 
ican educator, who for the past seven 
years has occupied, the important post 
of vice chancellor, or president, of the 
University of the Punjab. 
Dr. Ewlng 
is the only American who has ever 
been accorded so high an honor in 
India as was bestowed upon him when 
he was made the head of this univers- 
ity to direct the activities of twenty- 
seven affiliated colleges in the pro- 
vince, with their student population 
of some 12,000. 
As a mark of appre- 
ciation for his services to this country 
he was decorated by the king in 1914, 
being made Companion of the Indian 
Empire. 
He has made a deep study 
of political questions in India and not 
infrequently has been consulted by 
government ofQcials on delicate mat- 
ters of policy. 


Dr. Bwing expressed the belief that 
home rule for Indian was inevitable, 
but declared that the country was not 
prepared for it at the moment and 
would not be ready for this important 
step for many years to come. 


"When the British government at 
the time of Lord Macaulay introduced 
western education into India it opened 
the door for self government," said the 
doctor. 
"Such a step. Involving the 
teaching of democratic Ideals could 
have no other result. It was the cross- 
ing of the Rubicon, and there is no 


turning back. 
To do the British gov- 
ernment justice, I believe they made 
this move wit^ the full knowledge of 
what the outcome must be, and that 
they have always had in mind the ulti- 
mate granting of home rule to the peo- 
ple of Hindustan. 


"There are, of course, various shades 
of opinion among both Europeans and 
Indians as to the speed towards which 
the home rule goal should 
be 
ap- 
proached. 
The great bul kof the peo- 
ple of India are Illiterate, something 
like 94 per cent, according to the latest 
statistics, but among the other 6 per 
cent there are many highly educated 
and brilliant men who could be called 
upon to play their part in government. 
Home rule can never be an accom- 
plished fact until a trained body of 
Indians has been raised up. 
And in 
order to achieve this, one of the most 
Important steps will be the opening 
up of the civil service to a still greater 
extent to the educated Indian. 
Not 
only must this be done but Indian 
and 
British 
government 
employes 
must be placed on the same footing 
and must learn to work in close co- 
operation. 


"Foreigners in considering home rule 
for India often make the mistake of 
looking upon India as a nation. 
As a 
matter of fact, Hindustan represents 
many races and many languages, and 
in the process of unification there are 
as many difficulties to be overcome aa 
there would be, for instance, in an 
attempt to bring all the various coun- 
tries of North and South America un- 
der one government. 


"Moreover, the average Indian of 
the so-called 
Illiterate 
class 
knows 
nothing of politics and takes no inter- 
est In problems of government. 
He Is 
mainly concerned with his own little 
personal matters, and so long as con- 
ditions of government favor him In the 
pursuit of his affairs It makes small 
difference to him what that govern- 
ment Is or what shapes it takes." 


Consul, 
Genei-al 
Erich 
Zoepffel, 
transferred by the German govern- 
ment 
from 
Seattle, Wash., to San 
Francisco, Cal., 
to 
succeed Consul 
General Franz Bopp, who was de- 
posed following conviction in the fed- 
eral courts on charges of violating 
neutrality. 


Bopp and his associates were ac- 
cused of a conspiracy to destroy ships 
leaving western ports with munitions 
and to dynamite 
Canadian 
railway 
lines. 


Former Consul Bopp, E. H. von 
Schack, former German vice-consul; 
Wilhelm von Brincken, former mili- 
tary attache of the German consulate, 
and Charles C. Crowley, former se- 
cret service operative, were, sentenced 
to two years' Imprisonment in the 
federal penitentiary on McNeils' is- 
land, near Seattle, and to pay a fine of 
$10,000 each. 


Mrs. Margaret Cornell, secretary to 
Crowley, was given a sentence of one 
year. 


"If they were guilty, their acts were 
prompted by the truest patriotism," 
said Consul Zoepfiel.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.—Major 
General Leonard Wood, 
commander 
of the eastern department, questioned 
by Senator Blair Lee today on the 
mobilization of the national guard for 
border service before the senate com- 
mittee on military service, reasserted 
his opinion that the national guard 
.system was a "vicious and indefensible 
military system," but admitted he in- 
cluded in the word "system" much of 
the war department's share in the mob- 
ilization. 


The government arsenal's method of 
equipping state troops had completely 
broken within ten days after the call 
was made. General Wood said. 
This 
was not the main fault, he declared, as 
even had supplies been ready, the men 
would have been untrained. 
The offi- 
cer could see no hope that an effective 
force could be built except under ex- 
clusive federal control divorced wholly 
from the state governments. 
"The 
officera and men of the national guard 
are entitled to the highest 
credit, 
said General Wood. 
"We are attack- 
ing a vicious and indefensible system. 
I am equally strong against the volun- 
teer system." 


General Wood said he had enter- 
tained the same opinion when chief of 
.staff and he believed Major Generals 
McPherson and Scott- took the same 
view. 


"Then the last three chiefs of staff 
have been called upon to administer a 
system which they looked upon as vi- 
cious and indefensible?" asked Senator 
Lee. 
"You think it possible they could 
administer a system they so regarded 
in an effective and friendly manner?" 


"I think if you had been at the mob- 
ilization camps you would have thought 
it was so administered," General Wood 
replied. 


The officer insisted that thé regular 
army officers had given the national 
guard system 
the 
fairest treatment 
that could be desired. 


"The inefficiency of the army sup- 
ply department," General Wood said 
"was glaring. 
Only the medical de- 
partment showed improvement 
over 
Spanish war days. 
There is no organ- 
ization now on the border regular or 
national guard which js at war strength 
or fully equipped."

UST where wlU Uncle Satn 
get his cavalry horses, in 
the near future? 


This question has been ot 
importance for more than a 
^ 
decade. 
With 
the 
huge 


shipments of horses to the 
allied 
powers, 
that 
have 
been in progress ever since the start of the 
European war. it has become more and more 
dlfHcult for the United States to get its army 
horses at any reasonable figure. 


Tt 
estimated that fully 600,000 horses have 
been sent to Europe from Etist St. Louis (Na- 
tional Stock Yards) alóne. 
Chicago and Kan- 
sas City have furnished amounts that may have 
exceeded this figure. 


A government census of the horses in the 
tJnited States, made a few years ago, roughly 
•estimated their number at 27,000,000. 
But com- 
paratlveb' few of these were available as eav- 
iilrj- mounts. 
The tendency nowadays Is to 
raise horses for some specific purpose, and the 
purpose of breeding for the cavalry does not 
seem to appeal to many farmers. 


"Wo are selling horses by the pound, not on 
pedigrees," remarked a veteran horse 
dealer 
last week. 


And the horse sold by the pound, where the 
demand Is entirely for heavily built animals. Is 
too weighty a beast for Uncle Sam to use in 
cavalry and too cumbersome for either mounted 
service or artillery. 
• 
• 
• 


33,000 Decrease jn Year. 
I 
N the report given out by the Department of 
Agriculture for January 1, 1917, as com- 


pared with January 1, 1916, shows there are 33,- 
000 less horses in the United States than a 
twelvemonth since. 
Yet the percentage of in- 
crease from 27,000,000 horses owned in 
this 
country certainly was large. 


This shows how the country has been stripped 
of horses. 
Yet those remaining have Increased 
In value $24,843,000, through their very scarcity. 


It is obvious that Uncle Sam will have to 
meet his share of paying this extra cost. 


Recent annotmcements 
in 
the dally 
press 
stated that shipments of horses to Europe, for 
military purposes, were falling off. 
Two rea- 
sons can be given for this. 


One is the fact that the lines of the fighting 
forces have 
been 
so systematized, 
the 
ap- 
proaches to them so well supplied with hard 
roads and with lines of rails, that tractors and 
locomotives can be used to draw the supply 
wagons and heavy artillery up to the firing line. 


But the other reason that may explain the 
falling oft of shipments—and this reason is far 
more vital to the United States—is that horses 
suitable for cavalry purposes have practically 
been drained from the American markets. With 
the exception of the horses drawn from the 
government's own remount stations, few horses 
of cavalry pattern are being raised now. 


There was a time, in the middle 90b, when a 
magnificent animal for cavalry uses could be 
purchased for $150. 
I 
S the meantime, the j'ears passed and the 
number of cavalry regiments in the United 
States army was increased from ten to fifteen. 
Horses had to be sent to the Philippines, where 
the mortality among the animals was greater 
than li Is In the United States. 
Even by prac- 
ticing economy and 
carefully 
watching 
the 
health of the horses, the cavalry still reQUires 
about 3000 fresh horses each year. 


v^nrl w i t h 
e v e r y 
y e a r it is g e t t i n g m o r e 
a n d 
more difficult to find horses of the right pat- 
tern. 
One of the great blows was the closing 
of most of the race courses throughout 
the 
«Olintrj-. A thoroughbred stallion or mare, that 
wa.<< rot speedy enough to make a winner on a 
track, could produce ideal horses of the half- 
breed type when crossed with ordinary "grade" 
animals. 


One of the best Illustrations of how the stylo 
of horses has changed in public demand In the 
last fifteen years, was given recently by J. S. 
Caldwell, one of the largest horse dealers of St. 
Ivouis, who has for many years conducted a 
sales stable. 
In his stalls, fontierly filled with 
saddlers and carriage horses, now are to be seen 
chiefly heavy horses, of the percheron or shire 
tn)es. suitable only for heavy hauling. 
1 "The style of horse wanted now is the horse 
with weight behind them. 
We haven't had a 
call for a carriage team in several months— 
except one request for a team of a special color 
— and except for a few sales of horses with the 
three natural gaits, walk, trot and canter, we 
have not been asked to supply any saddlers." 


This waff the sizing up of the situation by 
Manager Williams of the stable. 


Prices for the heavy horses are still high, 
however. 
A magnificent team of black half- 
breed horses of the percheron strain were held 
at $475. 
A team of gray horses of the same 
strain was valued at $460. 
In the stalls were 
also a few horses suitable for delivery wagon 
purposes, but these were kept as a side issue. 


The horses that brought the best prices were 
animaJd averaging from 1500 to 1700 pounds in 
weight—and a heavier horse would bring a 
higher price. 


Hcrees of that weight would not be of much 
«•rvice. even for the artillery. In the country 


Uncle Sam's troops would have to cover in 
case of war. 


European War No Criterion. 


T 
HOSE who think the cavah-y horse must be- 
come extinct, simply because he has not 
been used to any spectacular extent in the Eu- 
reopen war, have not considered the physical 
differences in the country over which the war 
abroad Is being fought and that section of our 
own territory where a struggle would have to 
be held. 


In Europe, the roads and highways have been 
esiabliriied for centuries, and are like our city 
streets. 
Hauling over them ia an easy matter, 
even in handling heavy guns. 
The immense 
demand for horses was caused when the lines 
of battle were fluctuating and when the points 
cf attack had not become definite, as at present. 
Then tractors and engines were used instead. 
In the early stages ,of the war, the average 
life of a horse on active service was put at five 
days—a figure that clearly shows why so many 
had to be shipped from this country. 


Fut. regardless of the magnificent work done 
by motor trucks In the Pershing expedition, the 
fact remains that there are miles and miles of 
territory along the Rio Grande where horses 
alone would have to be depended upon In time 
of wfli. The engineer corps may be able to rig 
up bridges across gullies, or "arroyes," as they 
are called on the border—in short order. 
But 
what can be done where there is an arroyo 
every 50 feet or so? 


A horse can scramble up and down the shift- 
ing bajiks of these places—^a heavy vehicle or a 
motor truck cannot. 


Horses can plow through the heavy mud of 
the Rio Grande banks after a ford has been lo- 
cated. 
They can be made to swim at some 
point where the water is deep, and the vehicle 
hauled over by a long rope, once they can get 
a solid footing on dry land. 


There are many places along the river in 
Texas today, where the supplies for the cavalry 
outposts are being sent by pack mule because 
it is impossible to get even a 
horse-drawn 
wagon to them. 
Four-footed animals are nec- 
essary here. 


What could be done with the British "tanks" 
in places where there are quicksands many feet 
deep? 


Or how could the heavy artillery of Germany 
or Austria be hauled over a country intersected 
by gullies of many feet in depth, occurring 
every few yards? 


TJ. S. Government Worrietf. 


O r i t 
o w n b o r d e r , and sections of the terrain 
in almost every part of the United States, 
make the horse a necessity in this country. At 
present, the government Is perplexed where to 
P-nd the horses needed. 
An animal must be 
agile, strong and enduring. 
Twenty years ago 
it was easy to get plenty of such animals—for 
a price. 
Today, even if the money Is forth- 
coming, the horses are not. 
The remount sta- 
tions of the army are doing well and producing 
a fine type of horse. 
But they cannot supply 
the demand for all the animals needed » 


The average American cavalry horse Is a 
strong, sturdy beast, whose weight may range 
through a wide angle of the scales. 
From 900 
to 1000 pounds may be regarded as a fair weight 
for a horse who has to go out and shoulder the 
burden of a trooper and his equipment. 
Even 
if the horse weighs 1000 pounds, it is likely that 
he is nlostly bone and muscle, able to carry his 
rider across all kinds of territory. 


The army has two "remount stations" from 
which many of the horses for the cavalry are 
drawn. 
One of these Is at Fort Keough, Mont. 
The other is at Fort Reno, Ok. This latter post 
is sometimes confused with a purchasing sta- 
tion that Is located near Reno, Nev. 


At the remount posts, the horses, bought for 
cavalry service, are taken in as 2-year-old3. 
They are treated with Infinite care and patience 
and are "broken" by men who never abuse the 
animals. 
When they become thoroughly sad- 
dle wise and broken to the bridle, they are sent 
to whatever regiment the War Department or- 
ders. 
As a result, they learn to regard a man 
as their friend. 
Occasionally, a vicious horse 
finds its way Into the cavalry. 
But he quickly 
becomes accustomed to the man who rides him. 
It probably would be hard to find a case of a 
horee trying to kick or bite the man who rode 
him from day to day and upon whom the ani- 
mal became accustomed to look for grooming 
and his daily rations of oats and hay. 


No cavalryman is permitted to 
strike a horse. He may use his spurs, 
in case of necessity, to subdue an un- 
ruly animal. But he may not use a 
whip. 


The reason for this is obvious. 
The Amer- 
ican cavalry still arms its troops with the saber, 
although most of the men hate the sight of the 
ami, realizing Its general worthlessness. 
If a 
horse could be struck with a whip, the animal 
would commence flinching whenever a saber was 
drawn from the scabbard, 
» 


AS it is, when the command is Issued for 
saber drill In the American 
regiments now 
strunir along the Rio Grande, the horses usually 
nod their heads, cock one hind hoof up on end 
and go to sleep while the drill is progressing. 
They \ do not mind the swishing of the sabers 
as the weapons circle about their ear«. 


With the Lone Trooper. 


W 
TH this matter of putting a problem "up 
to" the individual trooper, it can be seen 
that the members of the cavalry regiments of 
ihe American army have to depend upon their 
own resources when it comes to a crisis. 
Pos- 
sibly some lone trooper may be riding along 
the Klo Grande near the Alameda crossing or 
some other post nearer to Eagle Pass or to 
Brownsville, and may discover a Mexican try- 
ing to cross the river. 
He then depends upon 
Ms horse and himself. 


Probably no greater attachment ever existed 
In military circles between a rider and a horse 
than prevails today in the regriments of th« 
American cavalry now doing duty along th« 
Me>:Ican border. 


The rfian depends upon his horse—the horse 
depends upon the man. And it is interesting to 
note. In the death of Col. William P. Cody, tlM 
"Buffalo Bill" who has thrilled the souls of 
many boys by his deeds oh the frontier, that 
sentiment still attaches to the fact that the 
colonel, up to the time of his death, treas- 
iired the old gray horse on which he rode in hi« 
younger days. 


The American cavalry Is one of the most 
vital forces in preserving the peace along our 
Southern border. 


It was interesting to note, when the Pershing 
expedition was started into Mexico, that the 
Tenth Cavalry, the famous negro regiment that 
charged 
up San Juan Hill with 
Roosevelt's 
Hough Riders and the men of the Second Cav- 
alry, in 1898, was one of the first selected to go 
Into the Southern republic in 1915. 


Tliere was a reason for this. 
In 1912, the 
Fourteenth and the Second cavalry regiments 
were sent back from the Philippines. The Four- 
teenth arrived on the transport Sheridan, the 
Second on the transport Sumner. 
The Four- 
teenth was sent to Fort Clark, Tex. 
The Sec- 
ond went to Fort Bliss at El Paso. 


On account of the length of the border to be 
covered in Texas—nearly 700 miles along the 
Rio Grande—it had been decided to send the 
third squadron of the Fourteenth to Fort Mc- 
intosh, just outside of Laredo, Tex. 
The re- 
maining eight troops of the regiment were dls- 
tiibuted along the river, except those kept at 
headquarters in Fort Clark, the old post near 
BracUetville, Tex. 


Trocps B, C and D were sent to Eagle Pass, 
Tex. 
Ihis was one of the great fords across 
the Kio Grande. 
There w^as also a railroad 
brldgt, there, and the men were kept busy on 
guard duty. 
CapL Robert C. Williams, com- 
mander of Troop D, and Capt. Biegler of Troop 
B, had a strenuous time In allotting men along 
the frontier. 
But their work was well done. 
Every attempt to rush arms or ammunition 
across the border was blocked by the American 
trooper«.

merce of the United States at the open- 
ing of its fifth annual meeting which 
will conclude Friday night by a com- 
mittee on "Daylight saving." 
As an 
alternative the committee 
suggested 
the plan at least for the months be- 
tween April 1 and December 1. 


Eight hund!-ed national and 
local 
commercial organizations were said to 
be represented at the meeting. 
The 
ralh'oad situation was the topic for 
tonight's session and the result of a 
i-eferendimi of members on 
railroad 
strike prevention 
and 
other 
labor 
problems was to be announced. 
Na- 
tional defense, foreign relations and 
preparation 
for 
business conditions 
after the war will be considered later 
this Aveek and ¡'resident Wilson and 
former President Taft are speakers on 
the program for a concluding dinner 
Friday night. 


The committee lepoit on 
daylight 
saving said: 
"The considerations sup- 
porting this proposal are i)hyiological, 
economic an<l social. 
It will substitute 
a morning working hour in summer 
for a warm afternoon hour. 


Increased daylight in the hours of 
greatest fatigue will tend to lessen tu- 
berculosis, will decidedly i-educe eye 
strain, will increase personal efficiency 
and materially lessen industrial acci- 
dents. 
In cities the advantage of hav- 
ing the evening "rush hours" 
when 
transportation 
facilities 
are 
taxed 
come in daylight is apparent. 


"The use of facilities for recreation

Queretaro. Mex.. Jan. 31.—The dele- 


gates to the constitutional assembly 
which concluded its labors last night, 
assembled at 11 o'clock this morning 
and signed the constitution on which 
they had been working for tTVo months. 
The ceremony was attended by great 
enthusiasm. All tho members of the 
cabinet were present except Luis Ca- 
jrera, minister of finance, and Ynag- 
cio Bonello, minister of fomento and 
communications. 


The constitution contains some ad- 


vanced legislation. 
Among the pro- 


visions are abolition of vice president, 
prohibition of the re-election 
of 
a 


president, stringent and radical labor 
laws, which provide for an eight-hour 
day, seven hours of night work and 
six working days a week; compulsory 
arbitration, profit sharing, free em- 
ployment bureaus, anti-trust laws, a 
national department of health with 
plenary powers and compulsory mili- 
tary instruction. 
Many of the articles 


arc based on the theory of keeping 
Mexico for Mexicans.

Reported About to Advise 


Americans to Keep Off. 


Armed Ships. 


Washington. Jan. 31.—Information 


has reached here that Germany and 
her allies are considering communi- 
cating to the state department a vir- 
tual warning that Americans should 
keep off of armed merchant ships of 
belligerent nations. 


This became known today following 


the intimation in official circles yes- 
terday that the United States might 
issue soon a new memorandum set- 
ting forth its attitude toward armed 
merchantmen. 


It is not known just when or In 


what manner the warning may be 
conveyed, but Germany apparently 
has been paving the way for such a 
step for several weeks by submitting 
to the state department a series of 
statements alleging specific instances 
in which merchant craft of the en- 
tente powers have used for offense 
against submarine guns carried os- 
tensibly for defense. 


The armed ship question, an un- 


solved problem throughout all the ne- 
gotiations over submarine warfare, is 
involved ^in virtually all the cases 
now 
pending between the United 


States and Germany, and over which 
an admittedly grave situation eventu- 
ally will have to be faced. 


Officials of the American govern- 


ment, however, have adopted a wait- 
ing 
attitude during discussion of 


moves for peace, and still believe that 
the submarine issue will not be forced 
to a conclusion as long as there is a 
possibility of tangible developments 
toward peace.

H. Clifford and W.' W. Thornton of the 
superior court, James A. Collins, of the 
criminal court, Mali Ion D. Bash, of the 
probate court, and Frank J. Lahr, of the 
juvenile court.

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Literacy and the Immigrant 


For the second time President Wilson lias registered executive 


disapproval of the immigration bill which contains the much-discuss- 
ed literacy test as a qualification for admission to America. His veto 
of the measure was as prompt and as emphatic as'on the earlier occa- 
sion, and his stand is identical with that taken by both President 
Cleveland and President Taft when similar measures were passed by 
congress during the presidential terms of these two gentlemen. The 
amazing thing about the situation is the persistence with which con- 
gress is determined to apply the literacy test to the alien who seeks a 
home in America, and it re a bit difficult to understand just what is 
behind the movement than can be knocked down repeatedly and yet 
come back fresh and smiling is a new effort to get past the white 
house disapproval. 


However desirable education may be as a qualification for citizen- 


ship, and however assiduously we may and do devote ourselves to the 
educational equipment of the foreign born to the end that he may 
quickly gain an understanding of American ideas and American in- 
stitutions, the application of the literacy test as a prc-requisitc to ad- 
mission is manifestly antagonistic to' the spirit that offers a haven in 
America for the world's oppressed and a fair chance for those who 
have been unable to obtain it elsewhere. There can be no educational 
standard for good citizenship, for good citizenship is not measured by 
mentality. The uneducated roan may be a bit slower to grasp the fun- 
damentals of American government ideas, but as a rule he accepts 
them .and earnestly seeks to assimilate them. He is not the man whose 
mad preachment of isms and whose transfer of old-world hatreds to 
the new soil breeds anarchyj lawlessness and uproar. Rather more of 
this sort of thing is the fruit of mentality that has taken a dangerous 
trend, though it be able to qualify for citizenship under the vaunted 
literacy tcsl. The sober, industrious, peace-loving alien, though he 
fails to possess, at, present the qualifications demanded under the liter- 
acy test, but who seeks for his children in America the opportunity 
denied him in his native land will in nine cases out. of ten develop in- 
to a safe and useful citizen, because that is his chief desire in coming 
to America. The literacy tost is in no sense a safeguard.

challenge -to its "sacred honor." 


5. A world league might superim- 


pose on the world such a peace as 
might prevent or make more difficult 
the fundamental right of a people to 
overturn any government not satis- 
factory to them—the right of revolu- 
tion set out in the guarantees of the 
Bill of Rights and the Declaration of 
Independence. 


Under the above heads the matter 


will be discussed by President Wilson 
if he finally does decide to take that 
western trip which he wants to take.

'"President Wilson seems to enjoy the 
picketing of the white house by the 
suffragettes. 
The silent sentinels are 


nothing if not picturesque, and the 
changing inscriptions on their banners 
give them a new Interest dally. The 
inscriptions are taken largely from the 
president's' writing and speeches and 
serve to remind him ot, his "passion 
for liberty." If his smiles and bows 
are any indication. Mr. Wilson is 
pleased with the attention. The presi- 
dent—it may be noted in passing— 
is not a stickler for conventionality 
or precedent. Hardly a week passes 
that he does not shock* some hoary 
conventionality and set up some new 
precedent. Witness his speech to the 
senate on our foreign relations and 
the transfer of his office from the 
white house to tho president's room 
in the capltol. This "room" has been 
so long unoccupied, except on the 4th 
of March when congress adjourns, 
that the capitol guides had come to 
look upon It as in the same class with 
tho mural decorations and the ro- 
tunda echoes. 


It would not do anyway for the 


president to object to the pickets. As 
a, result of his own activities about 
three years ago, picketing received the 
specific sanction of federal law. In 
the Clayton apt, that "Magna Charta 
of Labor" (Compere) "peaceful pick- 
eting" as well as the strike are made 
legal.

GUARANTEE FOR LABORERS. 


Mexico City. Jan. 31.—To assure thfl 


protection and well being of Mexican 
laborers In foreign countries, an order 
has been issued by the first chief, Gen- 
eral Carranza, providing: that befora 
laborers socking to contract their ser- 
vices In foreign countries are allowed 
to depart, such contracts must be sub- 
mitted to the labor section of the de- 
partment of fomento colonization and 
industry through tho consul of tha 
country to which they desire to go. In 
order for such contracts to be ap- 
proved, they must show.that the labor- 
ers will be given proper guarantees 
and that their rights will be protected 
and that the government of the coun- 
try to which they go will give them tha 
same aid and protection accorded them 
at home.

Man's bacterial friends have been 


found not less active than, and many 
times as numerous as. his bacterial 
foes. 


When bacteria grow in food the 


products of decomposition are differ- 
ent from the original nature of the 
food and 
produce 
new 
odors and 


tastes. We often need the flavors thus 
produced to stimulate the flo-.v of the 
digestive juices. 


The most common substances that 


owe their flavor largely to the pres- 
ence of bacteria are butter, cheese and 
vinegar. 
Without bacteria, 
tautter 


lacks flavor. When you next enjoy 
the acidity of a pickle, remember to 
give credit for that pleasant sourness 
to certain tiny plants such as those 
you have seen 
massed 
together in 


"mother" of vinegar. 


Our Puritan grandmothers 
would 


have thought us bewitched had we 
been able to tell them, that their 
cheeses, on which they spent so many 
watchful hours, owed their rna^'ng 
and their flavor largely to invisible 
plants. 
Even now scientists are un- 


able to explain this process fully, al- 
though they are certain that there 
could be no cheese without bacteria- 


Some micro-organisms are para- 


sites that produce disease. They feed 
on living' plants and animals. It is 
now known that 
microbes are the 


cause of many contagious or Infectious 
diseases, such as tuberculosis, diph- 
theria and typhoid fever. 


If a person becomes infected -with 


disease germs it is quite possible for 
him to pass on these germs to others 
through careless habits. 
Cases 
of 


sickness cared for at home make it 
necessary for the housekeeper to safe- 
guard members of her family, as well 
as 
others, by a knowledge of bac- 


teriology and a. strenuous care to pre- 
vent infection. 


Boiling for twenty minutes will gen- 


erally, but not always, kill most forms 
of bacteria, including the spores. 
"Water Is pronounced safe when it Is 
thus boiled. Mere simmering of water 
is not sufficient. 


Direct sunshine kills most bacteria. 


Many persons are afraid to take fresh 
air and sunshine In sufficient quan- 
tities to counteract the bad influence 
of dark rooms, moisture and poor air; 
yet of all the bactericldes known there 
Is none that compares In effective- 
ness with sunshine. 
Much suffering 


would be saved If persons could only 
be brought to a realization of this 
fact. 


About 30 per cent, moisture is re- 


quired for the growth of bacteria. In 
order to preserve seeds we dry them 
and they do not begin to sprout until 
they are moistened when needed for 
planting. 
It must be remembered 


that drying only arrests the growth ot 
bacteria and that when food has over 
30 per cent, of moisture there is dan- 
ger of Its spoiling. 


Antiseptics are materials that re- 


tard or prevent the growth of bac- 
teria. 
A heavy sugar solution pre- 


vents the growth of bacteria. Salt Is 
very commonly used In the household 


prevent bacterial growth. 
Acids 


protect food from bacteria and give a 
new flavor. Splcos are antiseptics rfnd 
are added to foods In order to prevent 
putrefaction.

On a big bump in the center of this 


side, the memorial will be cut—mam- 
moth figures, 55 fc-c'c'tall, of Robert E. 
Lee. Jefferson Davis and Stonewall, 
Jackson, leading an army of Infantry, 
cavalry and artillery in heavy march- 
ing order around the mountain's side: 


The heroic figures will be visible 


Once tho material is brought to the 


top, a. gigantic steel scaffolding will 
be riveted against the cliff, just below 
the site of the memorial. It will bo 
suspended in midair halfway between 
base and summit, supported by gigant- 
ic cables such as bold a suspension 
bridge. 


oteel workers, lowered on cables to 


which they are strapped, by spring 
will have the scaffolding ready for the 
actual carving of the memorial to be- 
gin. 
Then Gutzon Borglum. scupltor. 


will block out on the face of the cliff 
in white lead paint the size ot the fig- 
ures in his composition. He has com- 
pleted most of the models in his stu- 
dio at Stamford, Coivn., and will bring 
them to Atlanta when the scaffolding 
is ready, for the cueters and carvers 
to copy. 


The latter will descend to the scaf- 


folding from the top of the mountain 
by a circular staircase set solid to the 
'body of the rock. As they work up- 
ward, additional floors to the scaf- 
folding will be raised. 


Telephone wires will be installed 


from the scaffolding to the top of the 
mountain a half mile above, whera 
Borglum will be in personal super- 
vision of the job. A power plant and 
a compressed air plant also will be 
built.

"There are, of course, various shades 


of opinion among both Europeans and 
Indians as to the speed towards which 
the home rule goal should he ap- 
proached. The great bul kof the peo 
pie of India are illiterate, something 
like 94 per cent, according to the latest 
statistics, but among the other 6 per 
cent there are many highly educated 
and brilliant men who could be called 
upon to play their part In government. 
Home rule can never be an accom- 
plished fact until a trained body of 
Indians has been raised up. And in 
order to achieve this, one of the most 
Important steps will be the opening 
up of the civil service to a still greater 
extent to the educated Indian.

Fletcher was preparing today to leave 
for Mexico within a few days to as- 
sume tho position of American ambas- 
•sador, unfilled since Henry Lane "Wil- 
son was recalled after the assassina- 
tion of Madero and the assumption of 
Huerta four years ago. He will be ac- 
companied by an embassy staff. 


It Is believed Gen. Carranza will re- 


ciprocate by sending an 
accredited 


ambassador to Washington. This will 
mark tho resumption of diplomatic 
relations between the two countries. 


Many American consuls probably 


will be ordered to return to their 
posts soon. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.—Major 


General Leonard Wood, commander 
ot the eastern department, questioned 
by Senator Blair Lee today on tho 
mobilization of tho national guard for 
border service before the senate com- 
mittee on military service, reasserted 
his opinion that the national guard 
system was a "vicious and indefensible 
military system." but admitted ho in- 
cluded in the word "system" much of 
the war department's share in the mob- 
ilization. 


The government arsenal's method of 


equipping state troops had completely 
broken within ten days after tho call 
was made, General Wood said. This 
was not the main fault, he declared, ns 
even had supplies been ready, the men 
would have been untrained. The offi- 
cer could see no hope that an effective 
force could be built except under ex- 
clusive federal control divorced wholly 
from the state governments. 
"Tho 


officers and men of the national guard 
are entitled to the highest credit," 
said General Wood. "We are attack- 
ing a vicious and indefensible system. 
I am equally strong against the volun- 
teer system." 


General Wood said he had enter- 


tained the same opinion when chief of 
staff and he believed Major Generals 
McPherson and Scott took the same 
view. 


"Then the last three chiefs of staff 


have been called upon to administer a 
system which they looked upon as vi- 
cious and indefensible?" asked Senator 
Lee. "You think it possible they could 
administer a system they so regarded 
in an effective and friendly manner?" 


"I think if you had been at the mob- 


ilization camps you would have thought 
it was so administered," General Wood 
replied. 


The officer insisted that the regular 


army officers had given the national 
guard system 
the fairest treatment 


that could be desired. 


"The inefficiency of the army sup- 


ply department," General Wood said 
"was glaring. 
Only the medical de- 


partment showed improvement over 
Spanish war days. Theic is no organ- 
ization now on the border regular or 
national guard which is at war strength 
or fully equipped."

Burning issue of the open or closed 


saloon entered Into the council gath- 
ering Tuesday night and halted pro- 
ceedings on the petitions to raise sal- 
aries of 
the city 
firemen, 
police, 


health officers, clerks and water works 
employes. 


"If Indiana vttes 'dry' it will mean 


a loss of $40.000 to Fort Wayne, be- 
cause we will lose that amount com- 
ing in for liquor licenses." City Con- 
troller Baade spoke. 
"With the un- 


certainty of this 'wet and dry' fight 
many saloonkeeepers will fail to take 
out new licenses anyway. Increase in 
firemen's . wages alone would mean 
$9,000 a year. I cannot see where we 
can afford to appropriate that amount 
from our funds at this time." 


"The 'wet' or 'dry' result may not 


make much difference," said Council- 
man Mills, in speaking for increase in 
salaries. 
"In some 'dry' cities they 


have decreased the number of police- 
men because the full force is not 
needed since the saloons are pone." 


"They cut into the ranks of police 


because they 
did not 
have funds 


enough to pay them all, I guess." com- 
mented William Bayer, president ot 
the council. 


Recalls Promise. 


Mayor Hosey, in urging that the 


question of salary increase be care- 
fully weighed, recal^d the promise of 
the democratic party in the city cam- 
paign of three years ago. 


"We said then that we wouli^not in- 


crease salaries or tax levies." Hosey 
said. 
"However, the men who wrote 


the platform could not foresee the 
changes which passing months have 
brought. Price of labor has gone up 
all over the country 
If the present 


salary ot city employes was just and 
right, three years ago. they are not 
right now, for price of all living has 
doubled. 


"New York city has just seen fit 


to pay out millions in Increase in pay. 
I think that careful consideration will 
show that wo are not violating a cam- 
paign promise when we meet new con- 
ditions by giving more pay." 


Many City Problems. 


City Controller Baade marshalled an 


array of city obligations in his second 
talk against the salary Increase. 


"We have the convention hall prob- 


lem on our hands," Baade said. "When 
we provided for No. 10 engine housu 
we said that we would not make an- 
other cut Into our present budget. 
It 


would be wise to hold off until a new 
budget is made up, at least." 


"Our street repair

will not 


reach this year by J5.000. Wo were 
forced to cut the street fund from 
J27.000 to JIG.000. Thero are sixty- 
two streets which should be paved. 


"There are several other improve- 


ments which have been asked for in 
the pant two years and which cannot 
be granted because of lack' of money. 
I cannot recommend a raise in salaries 
this year."

"Throw out the lifeline." This la the 
word that la going out from the camp 
of C. J. Munton, republican nominee 
for the state senate from Noble, Steu- 
ben and Lagrange counties. 


Mr. Munton is in hot water on the 


liquor question, and his backers are in 
sore straits. 
Thus far Mr. Munton, 


who is general manager of the Port 
Wayne and Northern Traction com- 
pany, has refrained from making any 
statement on the liquor question, al- 
though he ia supposed to bo "wet," 


and the convention which nominated 
him made no statement. 


But today tho sentiment of the pro- 


hibition people in Steuben county Is so 
pronounced that the backers of Mun- 
ton are panic stricken. They believe 
he> must make some sort of statement 
and in their delemma they have sent 
word to the liquor interests in Indi- 
anapolis for advice. 


"What shall Munton say?" Is the 


big question. 


Mr. Munton's democratic opponent 


is Willis A. Fox, of Angola, named on 
a platform which squarely declares 
for state-wide prohibition, equal suf- 
frage and a constitutional convention.

This question has been of 


importance for more than a 
decade. 
With 
the 
huge 


shipments of horses to the 
allied 
powers, that have 


been in progress ever since the start of the 
European war, it has become more and more 
dlfllcult for the United States to get its army 
horsed at any reasonable figure. 


It Is estimated that fully 600,000 horses have 


b»cn sent to Europe from East St. Louis (Na- 
tional Stock. Yards) alone. 
Chicago and Kan- 


sas City have furnished amounts that may have 
ej:ceei'ed this figure. 


A government census of the horses in the 


. United States, made a few years ago. roughly 
fstlmated their number at 27,000,000. But com- 
paratively few of these were available as cav- 
alry mounts. 
The tendency nowadays Is to 


raise horses for some specific purpose, and the 
purpose of breeding for the cavalry does not 
seem to appeal to many farmers. 


"We are selling horses by tho pound, not on 


pedigrees," remarked a veteran horse dealer 
last week. 


And the horse sold by the pound, where the 


demand Is entirely for heavily built animals. Is 
too weighty a beast for Uncle Sam to use in 
'cavalry and too cumbersome for either mounted 
service or artillery. 


33,000 Decrease in Year. 


I 


N the report given out by the Department of 


Agriculture for January, 1, 1917, as corn- 


pared with January I, 1916, shows there are 33,- 
000 less horses in the United States than a 
twelvemonth since. Tet the percentage of In- 
crease from 
27,000.000 horses owned in this 


country certainly was large. 


This shows how the country has been stripped 


of horses. Yet those remaining have increased 
In value $24,843.000, through their very scarcity. 


It is obvious that Uncle Sam will have to 


meet his share of paying this extra, cost. 


Recent announcements in the daily press 


stated that shipments of horses to Europe, for 
military purposes, were falling oft. 
Two rea- 


sons can be given for this. 


One is the fact that the lines of the fighting 


forces have been so systematized, the ap- 
proaches to them so well supplied with hard 
roads and with lines of rails, that tractors and 
locomotives can be used to draw the supply 
wasons and heavy artillery up to the firing line. 
- 
But the other reason that may explain the 


falling off of shipments—and this reason is far 
more vital to the United States—is that horses 
suitable for cavalry purposes have practically 
been drained from the American markets. With 
the exception of the horses drawn from the 
government's own remount stations, few horses 
of cavalry pattern are being raised now. 


Thrre was a time, in the middle 90s, when a 


magnificent animal for cavalry uses could he 
purchased for S1HO. 
| N the meantime, the years passed and the 
* 
number of cavalry regiments in the United 


Stales army was increased from ten to fifteen. 
Horses had to be sent to the Philippines, where 
the mortality among the animals was greater 
than ii Is in the United States. Even by prac- 
ilcing -economy and 
carefully 
watching the 


health of the horses, the cavalry still requires 
about 3000 fresh horses each year. 


And with .-very year it is getting more and 


more difficult to find horses of the right pat- 
t»rn. One of the great blows was the closing 
of most of the race courses throughout the 
««i>nlry. A thoroughbred stallion or mare, that 
was not speedy enough to make a winner on a 
track, could produce Ideal horses of the half- 
breed type when crossed with ordinary "grade" 
animals. 


One of the best illustrations of how the style 


of horses has charged in public demand In the 
last fifteen years, was given recently by J. S. 
Caldwell, one of the largest horse dealers of St. 
Louis, who has for many years conducted a 
sales stable. In his stalls, formerly filled.with 
saddlers and carriage horses, now are to he seen 
chiefly heavy horses, of the percheron or shire 
types, suitable only for heavy hauling. 


"The style of horse wanted now is the horse 


with weight behind them. We haven't had a 
call for a carriage team in several months— 
except one request for a team of a special color 
,—and except for a few sales of horses with the 
three natural gaits, walk, trot and canter, we 
have not been asked to supply any saddlers." 


This 'was the sizing up of the situation by 


Manager Williams of the stable. 


Prices for the heavy horses are still high, 


however. A magnificent team of black half- 
breed horses of the percheron strain were held 
at $475. A team of gray horses of the same 
strain was valued at $460. In the stalls were 
also a few horses suitable for delivery wagon 
purposes, but these were kept, as a side issue. 


The horses that brought the best prices were 


animals averaging from 1500 to 1700 pounds in 
weight—and a heavier horse would bring a 
higher price. 


Horses of that weight would not be of much 


service, even for the artillery, in the country 


Uncle Sam's troops would have to cover in 
case of war. 


European War No Criterion. 


THOSE who think, the cavalry horse must be- 


come extinct, simply because ho has not 


been used to any spectacular extent In the Eu- 
reopen war, have not. considered the physical 
differences In the country over which the war 
abroad Is being fought and that section of our 
own territory where a struggle would have to 
be held. 


In Europe, the roads and highways have been 


establl*lied for centuries, and are like our city 
streets. Hauling over them is an easy matter. 
e>en In handling heavy guns. The immense 
demand for horses was caused when the lines 
of battle were fluctuating and when the points 
cf attack had not become definite, as at.present. 
Then tractors and engines were used Instead. 
In the early stages of the war. the average 
life of a horse on active \servlce was put at five 
day*—a figure that clearly shows why go many 
had to be shipped from this country. 


But. regardless of the magnificent work done 


by motor trucks In the Pershing expedition, the 
fact remains that there are miles and miles of 
territory along the Rio Grande- where horses 
alone would have to be depended upon In time 
of wa>. The engineer corps may be able to rig 
up bridges across gullies, or "arroyes,'<- as they 
ax* caUed on the border—in short order. But 
what can bo done where there is an arroyo 
every SO:feet or so? 


_A horse can scramble lip and down the shift- 


ing banks of these places—a heavy vehicle or a 
motor truck cannot. 


Horses can plow through the heavy mud of 


the Rio Grande banks after a ford has been lo- 
cated. 
They can be made to swim at some 


point where the water Is deep, and the.vehicle 
hauled over' by a long rope, once they can get 
a solid footing on dry land. 


There are many places along the river in 


Texas today, where the supplies for the cavalry 
outposts are being sent by pack mule because 
it is impossible to get even a horse-drawn 
wagon to them. Four-footed animals are nec- 
essary here. 
. 


What could be done with the British "tanks" 


in places where there are'quicksands many feet 
deep? 


Or how could the heavy artillery of Germans 


or Austria be hauled over a country Intersected 
by gullies of many feet in depth, occurring 
every few yards? 


TJ. S. Government Worried. 


Olill own border, and .«<"'<ions of the terrain 


In almost every part of the United States, 


make the horse a necessity In this country. At 
present, the government Is perplexed where to 
ftml the horses needed. An animal must be 
agile, strong and enduring. Twenty years ago 
it -was easy to get plenty of such animals—for 
a price. 
Today, even If the money Is forth- 


coming, the horses are not. The remount sta- 
tions of the army are doing well and producing 
a fine type of horse. But they cannot supply 
the demand for all the animals needed » 


The average American cavalry horse is a 


strong, sturdy beast, whose weight may range 
through a wide angle of the scales. From 900 
to 1000 pounds may be regarded as a fair weight 
for a horse who has to go out and shoulder the 
burden of a trooper and his equipment 
Even 


If the horse weighs 1000 pounds, it Is likely that 
he Is mostly bone and muscle, able to carry bis 
rldor across all kinds of territory. 


The army has two "remount stations" from 


which many of the horses for the cavalry 'are 
drawn. One of these Is at Fort Keough, Mont 
The other Is at Fort Reno, Ok. This latter post 
Is sometimes confused with a purchasing sta- 
tion that Is located near Reno, Nov. 


At the remount posts, the horses, bought for 


cavalry' service, are taken In as 2-year-olds. 
They are treated with Infinite care and patience 
and are "broken" by men who never abuse the 
animals. 
When they become thoroughly sad- 


dle wise and broken to the bridle, they are sent 
to whatever regiment the War Department or- 
ders. As a'result, they learn to regard a man 
ai their friend. Occasionally, a vicious horse 
finds Us way Into the cavalry. But he quickly 
becomes accustomed to the man who rides him. 
It probably would be hard to flnd a case of a 
horse trying to kick or bite the man who rode 
him from day to day and upon whom the ani- 
mal became accustomed to look for grooming 
and his daily rations of oats and hay. 


No cavalryman is permitted to 


strike a horse. He may use his spurs, 
in case of necessity, to subdue an un- 
ruly animal. But he may not use a 
whip. 


The reason for this Is obvious. The Amer- 


ican cavalry still arms Its troops with the saber, 
although most of the men hate the sight of tK» 
arm, realizing its general worthlessness. If a 
horse could be struck with a whip, the animal 
would commence flinching whenever a saber was 
drawn from the scabbard. 


AS It Is, when- the command Is Issued for 


saber drill In the American regiments now 
strung along the Rio Grande, the horses usually 
nod their heads, cock one hind hoof up on end 
and go to sleep while the drill Is> progressing. 
They do not mind the swishing of the sabers 
as the weapons circle about their ears. 


With the Lone Trooper. 


W TH this matter of putting a problem "u» 


to" the Individual trooper. It can be seen 


that the members of the cavalry regiments of 
the American army have to depend upon their 
own resources when It comes to a crisis. Pos- 
sibly some lone trooper may be riding along' 
the Klo Grande near the Alameda crossing1 or 
some other post nearer to Eagle Pass or to 
Brownsville, and may discover a Mexican try- 
Ing to cross the river. He then depends upon 
Ms horse'and himself. 
' '

P'-obably no greater attachment ever existed 


in military circles between a rider and a hors* 
than prevails today in the regiments o£ th» 
American cavalry now doing- duty, along th» 
Mexican border. 
' 
: 


The man depends upon his horse—the horM 


depends upon the man. And It Is Interesting to 
note. In the death of Col. William F. Cody. UM 
"Buffalo Bill" who has thrilled. the souls of 
many boys by his deeds on the frontier, that 
sentiment still attaches to the fact that th« 
colonel, up to the time of his death, treas- 
ured the old gray horse on which he rode in hii 
younger days. 
. 


The American cavalry is one of the molt 


vital forces In preserving the -peace along our 
Southern border. 


It was Interesting to note, when the PersWng 


expedition was started into Mexico, that the 
Tenth Cavalry, the famous negro regiment that 
charged up San Juan Hill with Roosevelt's 
ilough Riders and the men of the Second Cav- 
alry, In 1898, was one of the first selected to go 
Into the Southern republic In 1915. 


There was a reason for this. - In 1912, th» 


Fourteenth and the Second cavalry regiment* 
were sent back from the Philippines. The Four- 
teenth arrived on the transport Sheridan, th» 
Second on the transport Sumner. The Four- 
teenth was sent to Fort Clark, Tex. The Sec- 
ond went to Fort Bliss at El Paso. 


On account of the length of tho. border to' be 


covered in Texas—nearly 700 miles along-the 
Rio Grande—it had been decided to send the 
third squadron of the Fourteenth to Fort Mc- 
Intosh, just outside of Laredo, Tex. The re- 
maining eight troops of the regiment were dis- 
tributed along the river, except those, kept at 
headquarters In Fort Clark, the old post near 
Bracketvllle, Tex. 


Troops B, C and D were sent to Eagle Pass, 


Tex. 
This was one of the great fords across 


tho Kio Grande. There was also a railroad 
bridgt there, and the men were kept busy on 
guard duty. Gapt. Robert C. Williams, com- 
mander of Troop D, and Capt. Blegler of Troop 
B, had a strenuous time in allotting men along 
the frontier. 
But their work was well done. 


Every attempt to rush arms or ammunition 
across tho border was blocked by the American 
troopers.

Since that time, thero has always 


,;tieen one or another of the American 
Ambulance sections In this region until 
a fortnight ago whan the last section 
was transferred elsewhere. Within a 
week after its departure, the general In 
command of that region sent word that 
no other cars could do the work which 
had so long: been entrusted to the field 
service cars nnd asked that another 
detachment of the light American cars 
be sent at once to help In this -work. 
The field service has therefore just sent 
a new detachment to the Vosges under 
the charge of Louis Hall of Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, the brother of the ambu- 
lance driver who was killed In that re- 
gion Christmas, 1915. 


The army of the orient has also 


asked for another of the American 
ambulance sections, and section 10, a 
newly organized section of thirty am- 
bulances with American drivers, Is now 
on the way to the Balkans.

"Washington, D. C.. Jan. 31.—Con- 


gressional action to authorize the set- 
ting of all clocks in the country ahead 
of the present standard time was rec- 
ommended to the chamber oC com- 
merce of the United states at the open- 
ing of its fifth annual meeting which

mittee on "Daylight saving." As an 
alternative the committee suggested 
the plan at least for the months be- 
tween April 1 and December 1. 


Eight hundred national and local 


commercial organizations were said to 
be represented at the meeting. The 
railroad situation was the topic for 
tonight's session and the result of a 
referendum of members on railroad 
strike prevention 
and other 
labor 


problems was to be announced. Na- 
tional defense, foreign relations and 
preparation for 
business conditions 


after the war will be considered later 
this week and President Wilson and 
former President Taft are speakers on 
the program for a concluding dinner 
Friday night. 


The committee report on daylight 


saving said: "The considerations sup- 
porting this proposal arc phyiologlcal. 
economic and social. It will substitute 
a morning working hour in summer 
for a warm afternoon hour. 


Increased daylight in tho hours of 
greatest fatigue will tend to lessen tu- 
berculosis, will decidedly reduce eye 
strain, will increase personal efficiency 
and materially lessen industrial acci- 
dents.

Frankfort. Ky., Jan. 31.—Estimates 


furnished to an applicant for insur- 
ance by an agent and attached to his 
policy which purport to set forth the 
accumulated profits of a life insur- 
ance policy at a fixed rate were held 
to be binding upon tne company issu- 
ing the policy in a decision handed 
down yesterday by the Kentucky court 
of appeals. 


The case -was brought before the 


court on appeal from an adverse de- 
cision in tho lower court by T. T. 
Forman, of Fayette county. He held 
a twenty-year policy issued by tho 
Mutual Life Insurance company of 
Kentucky. When the policy matured, 
according to the record in the case, 
$518.28 was tendered as payment, 
which Forman refused, contending 
that the sum due him wan $906.08. 
Forman made his calculations from 
an estimate, which it was said, was 
attached to the policy given to him 
by the company's agent. 
Tho com- 


pany .contended these estimates were 
not a part of tho policy and declined to 
pay according to them.
